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This is a decision on the petition filed May 28, 2002, requesting that the above-identified application be 
accorded a filing date of November 9, 2001, rather than the presently accorded date of November 7, 2001. 
The petition is properly treated as a petition under 37 CFR 1.10(c). 

The petition is GRANTED. 

Applicant requests the later filing date on the basis that the application was purportedly deposited with the U. 
S. Postal Service (USPS) as Express Mail on November 9, 2001 pursuant to 37 CFR 1.10. In support, 
applicant has submitted a copy of Express Mail label No. EL432143341US showing an illegible handwritten
